Vigo County’s weatherization program moved 
one step closer to implementation this week with 
selection of four staff members for the program. 

Board members of the Vigo County Economic 
Opportunity Act Committee (EOAC) approved 
hiring of three estimator-inspectors and one out- 
reach worker. 

During the selection process, EOAC staff mem- 
bers and the press were asked to temporarily leave 
the meeting. Members of the personnel committee 
include Mike Barnes, Bertha Fischer, Hadassiah 
Brown and Sandra Kyle. 


The Rev. M. Duane Sinn, EOAC. executive 
director, said staff training for weatherization will 
begin immediately. Once persons assume their 
duties, EOAC will begin accepting applications 
from low-income persons who need funds from the 
U.S. Department of Energy to help winterize their 
homes. 

EOAC received a $50,000 advance in late August 
to begin the program. It will receive a total of 
$285,866, which must be used by Dec. 31. 

The agency must still purchase a truck and let 
bids for contracts. 

EOAC is at 121 S. Third St. 

In other matters. the board approved a work

proposal for the fiscal year beginning Oct. 1. The 
plan will be submitted to the state department on 
aging and community services as a pre-requisite in 
obtaining funds from the Community Service Block 
Grant. 


Sinn said the plan is similar to last year’s, but the 
agency will cut out its summer youth program, as 
well as outreach programs in targeted areas. 


EOAC was recently informed that it will be the 


CAP agency for Clay, Putnam and Vigo counties, 
and will receive an additional $70,000 for the 1983 
CSBG period. Its total allocation amounts to 
$151,000.

Applications for Project SAFE (State As- 
sistance For Energy) will be made available 
in all counties beginning next Monday, mem- 
bers of the Vigo County Council on Aging have 
learned. 

Carol Sollars, transportation coordinator 
for the Area 7 Senior Services, said 80 homes 
have been weatherized through the Area 7 
Weatherization program. Seventy of those 
homes were owner-occupied, and the rest 
were rentals. 

Since February, about $160,000 has been 
spent to weatherize about 1,100 homes. She 
said of the 174 persons who have participated 


— 


in the weatherization project, 68 were elderly 
and 40 were handicapped. 

The bids for the 1982 audit and the 1981-82 
fiscal year Weatherization program were 
awarded to Dix & Co., Ms. Sollars said. 


Bids will be reviewed for leasing of vehicles 
for the Senior Citizens Areawide Transporta- 
tion System (SCATS) and the subcontract for 
the Senior Handicapped Transportation Pro- 
gram. Those bids will be reviewed 2 p.m. Nov. 
9 at the West Central office, 121 S. Third St. 


In other business, council members were 
informed of the emergency meal boxes to be 
assembled beginning 8:30 a.m. Nov. 18 and 
Nov. 19. Assembly of the boxes will be at the 
National Guard Armory, 3614 Maple Ave. 

Directors of the 32 nutrition sites will later 
distribute the boxes to homebound seniors and 
congregate dining sites. Each box contains 
enough canned food stuff for five noon meals. 

The emergency boxes are given to persons 
60 years and older in the nutrition program. 
The boxes are to be used when inclement 
weather prevents the normal delivery of hot 
meals. 


Cost of assembly is estimated at $6 to $6.50 
per box, with 2,000 boxes to be assembled. The 
federally funded program is administered 
through the West Central Indiana Nutrition 
Program. There is no charge for the meals, 
but donations are accepted. 

It “looks like this is the last year for putting 
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together emergency meal boxes” tinless suffi- 
cient funding is provided next year, Luann 
Radecki Willette said in her report. 

Stephen Wallis reminded council members 
of the 1983 budget allocations. The budget 
totals $384,380 for the six-county area, with 
$330,000 in federal funds and $54,000 in state 
funds. 

“Nutrition is going to be a problem with 
home-delivered meals,’’ said Wallis, assistant 
director for programs on aging. The report 
made by nutrition director Donna Busch last 
month said some cutting would be done in the 
nutrition program. 

Those cuts would include 50 less meals 
served at congregate dining sites and 100 less 


homebound meals served. Ms. Busch pre- 
dicted possible elimination of one dining site 
and cutback of employee hours. 

The Department on Aging and Community

Time is ticking away for local officials, who have only 
two months to use a $285,866 weatherization grant. 

The Vigo County Economic Opportunity Act Committee 
Inc. received grant approval and a $50,000 advance in 
August. This weekend, the office plans to advertise for 
contractual bids to complete the weatherization, which is 
intended to improve energy efficiency of low-income 
housing units. 

The office has received about 120 applications, according 
to Duane Sinn, EOAC executive director. 

. Sinn said that at least 257 homes must be weatherized, 
based on a maximum figure of $1,000 per home. 

Weatherization grants are administered by the Indiana 
Department on Aging and Community Services. The actual 
funding source is the federal Department of Energy. 

Sinn said the program is progressing, and noted that 
program personnel have spent the last two weeks in 
training sessions. Acting as director for weatherization, 
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Sinn receives a portion of his salary from the grant. 

There has been some disagreement between state and 
local agencies on whether or not the local program should 
have hired a separate director. 

According to Al Gage, IDACS deputy director for 
community services,the state had been under the im- 
pression that EOAC would hire a director to run the 
program. 

But the decision is up to the local agency. ‘‘We try not 
to tell local agencies how to run the program,” Gage said. 
“But to me, because the program is so intricate, it needs 
someone who can give it full time.” 

Sinn maintains there is insufficient money in the budget 
to hire a separate director. 

Aside from administration and insurance costs, 55 
percent of the grant is to go for labor and program support, 
while 45 percent is allocated for materials. 

Sinn said he expects to hire several contractors, who will 
supply their own materials. 

Actual weatherization should begin sometime in Novem- 


ber. i 

The program has four staff members: three estimator- 
inspectors and one intake-outreach person. 

EOAC also will purchase a truck from Doan and Decker 
Ford for $7,450, which will come from a separate state 
funding source. EOAC also received bids from Swingley 
Chevrolet. y : 

State officials say the local office has been slow in 
instituting its weatherization program. 

“Every other program is off the ground except theirs,” 
Jean Merritt, executive director of IDACS, said Monday. 

IDACS staff will be in Terre Haute as soon as possible 
to provide assistance, according to Beverly Ferguson, who 
is in charge of field services. 

“We are committed to the citizens of Vigo County,” 
Gage has said. “If we can’t (administer the program) 
through the normal course, we’ll look for another agency.” 

The county weatherization program has had problems 
since EOAC first submitted a grant application in Febru- 
ary. 

Various grant proposals were returned because “they 
didn’t submit enough documentation to allow us to approve 
si grant,” Richard Irwin, IDACS grant coordinator, 
said. 

_ The grant was approved in August and EOAC received 
a $50,000 advance Aug. 17, Irwin said. 

Staff members were hired Sept. 20, although one 

resigned Oct. 6 and has since been replaced. -> 


“That (two months) is not a lot of time,” Irwin said, 
particularly since the program just now is getting started. 
But he added that some agencies have completed as many 
as 300 homes in one month. 


The state weatherization program has been in effect 
since January, 

Applications for weatherization have been accepted 
locally for several weeks, but estimator-inspectors have 
been interrupted by training sessions in Franklin. Sinn said 
crews are out every day now, and expect to complete the 
necessary quota by the end of November.

HISTORY-In 1915 at a meeting of the Terre Haute Council of Women's Clubs, 
Miss LiTlian Rose, Prosident of the Vigo County Graduate Nurses 
Association and the nurse for Metropolitan Life Insurance Policy holders, 
presented a resolution setting forth the need for a public health 
nursing organization in Terre Haute. The matter was Studied by the 
Council and subsequently a mass meeting was held at the Chamber of 
Commerce. This meeting led to the organization in April 1916 of the 
Public Health Nursing Association. Miss Lillian Rose was employed as 

the first Public Health Nurse and began her duties on October 1, 1916. 
The Association was first located in the 100 block on North 7th Street. 
From there it moved to the Hemmingeway Home, Friendly Inn, Tribune 
Building, and in 1928, property was purchased at 418 N. 9th Street. 
Recognizing the expanding needs of the Public Health Nursing Association 
in 1939, Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Blumberg presented the Association with ;

These words are printed on a brochure published by the 
Visiting Nurse Association of Terre Haute Inc. They 
herald the services and purpose of the “not for profit home 
care agency.” 

The main office, located in a stately old home at 328 
S. Fifth St., serves residents of Vigo and Clay counties. 
Branch offices are located at 825 S. Main, Clinton, serving 
Vermillion and Parke counties, and 200 N. Court, 
Sullivan. 

Colleen Pyle is administrator. Norma Schultz is 
director of health services. 

Schultz said visiting nurses at one time functioned like 
a public health service. But in 1960 the association was 
licensed for Medicare and Medicaid. Today most patients 
are eligible for either Medicaid or Medicare or are cared 
for through the United Way of the Wabash Valley. 

Referrals for care by visiting nurses are usually made 
by hospitals or physicians, although family members or 
friends can also make referrals. Patients are screened. 
The need for the services must be approved by the 
patient's attending physician. 

Because of the services offered through the Visiting 
Nurse Association, many men and women in the area are 
able to retain a degree of independence and remain in 
their own homes for longer periods of time. 

Visiting nurses make the transition from hospitaliza- 
tion to home easier for the patient and the physician, 
according to Rosanne Davis, a nurse with the association. 


visiting nurse also lends emotional support and provides 
encouragement. Davis explained, “Often patients don’t 


understand what to do. They don’t know how to care for 
themselves when they get home. Visiting nurses evaluate 
the needs and seek needed resources.” 

She noted that a staff social worker is a “great help.” 

Horre health care aides are also dispatched by the 
Visiting Nurse Association. Their duties include such 
things as baths, simple exercises and light housekeeping 
chores for patients who cannot take care of personal 
needs. 

Physical therapists are available. an 

The frequency of visits and number of visits made by 
nurses are determined according to individual needs. 

Davis said, “We stop seeing patients when they can 
function independent of us.” a" 

Discharge is made with approval of physicians. After 
discharge, Davis noted, patients are placed on “inactive 
status” for 30 days. During that time if the patient, family 
members or physician phones for assistance, the patient 
can be scheduled for visits again without a lot of 
paperwork. The “inactive status” is reassuring to all 
concerned, Davis said. It is especially comforting for the 
ptient, who knows help is readily available if needed. 

The association has divided the county into six districts. 
Nurses are assigned to be primary nurse in each district. 
Thus, they have a chance to build relationships with their 


patients. Davis explained, “The patients enjoy having the 
same nurse. It seems to provide a sense of security and 
trust. It gives us a chance-to build relationships. It gives 
the patients time to learn to trust the nurses’ ability as 
a professional.” 

According to the annual report issued by the Visiting 
Nurse Association, a total of 10,787 visits were made in 
1983 in Vigo, Parke, Vermillion and Sullivan counties. Of 
the visits, 7,748 were for skilled nursing care; 652, were 
oa physical therapy; and 2,387 were by home health 
aides. 

There were 561 patients listed. Ages included: 25, 0-19; 
14, 20 to 44; 50, 45 to 59; 173, 60 to 74; 184, 75 to 84; 
and 115, 85 or older. 

Forty-one percent of referrals were made by hospitals; 
36 percent by precian 19 percent by patients or tamily 
members; and 4 percent by other sources. 

Medicare provided a hefty 67 percent of payments. 
Other payment sources were Medicaid, 8 percent; United 
Way, 15 percent; grant money, 7 percent; insurance, 1 
percent; and patients, 2 percent. 

Schultz saii the staff includes 15 nurses. In addition, 
20 students from the Indiana State University School of 
Nursing are now training at the Visiting Nurse

Brandon 


When something Woe you 
usually try to do more of it. Such 
is the case at VOA's Brandon 
House in Terre Haute, Indiana, 
where increased Community de- 
mand prompted the house to look 
for an additional location. 

Brandon House, designed to 
accommodate handicapped and 
elderly adults, serves approx- 
imately 35 people each year. The 
number is limited because the 
house cannot house over 25 peo- 
ple at one time. And, because the 
waiting list continued to grow, 
according to Executive Director 
Joann Brown, there was only one 
thing to do—expand. 

VOA secured new property to 
build an annex to house an addi- 
tional 12 handicapped and elderly 
individuals. Prior to the opening 


in June, the new annex had 
already received placement 
requests from several referral 


sources including the local Terre 
Haute Mental Health Associa- 
tion, the State Mental Hospital, 
and the Department of Regional 
Hospitals. 

Brandon House opened in 1972 
to-provide a home for mentally 
disabled and elderly community 
residents. Clients receive emo- 
tional and physical support from 
the staff and area physicians, 
while living in a semi-independent 
group atmosphere. Some people 
make the house their permanent 
home, while others are eventually 


able to leave and live on their“ 


own. However, clients of the new 
facility will receive less supervi- 
sion and thus have greater in- 
dependence. 

“The need is so great in this 
part of the country for living en- 
vironments like ours,” says Ms. 
Brown, “that we are being urged 
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yi5 consider opening a third 
home.” 
Kathy Zimmer, executive 


director of the Mental Health 
Association in Vigo County, 
confirmed the need for expansion 
of the Brandon’s services. “Just 
off the top of my head, I can 
think of 20 people who would do 
well and need such a living ar- 


rangement. I know there are 
many more.” 
Zimmer adds that the 


program's ideals are not the only 
positive element. “I feel that these 
homes are more cost-effective and 
practical in the overall view,” she 
said. 

Dr. Sisir K. Dhar, a_ local 
physician who treats some of the 
Brandon's residents, shares 
Zimmer's opinion. According to 
Dhar, “These services are con- 
siderably cheaper than _ insitu- 
tionalized services like nursing 
homes or hospitalization.” 

Brandon House is funded 
through resident service fees 
which are based on the resident's 
ability to pay. Personal contribu- 
tions and trust fund donations 
also supply funding. 

“These funding sources cannot 
support an additional house,” 
says Brown,” so we have turned 
to charitable foundations for 
support. It is very difficult to 
compete with so many other 
deserving charitable organiza- 
tions for money. However, 
community oriented care for 
mentally disabled and elderly 
individuals is widely recognized 
as the path to be taken more often 
in the future. Brandon House will 
continue to seek funding for ex- 
pansion from foundations and the 
public to help widen this path in 
the Terre Haute area.”

Expand Men’s Shelter 


The proposed conversion of a 
vacant first floor is the first step in 
a plan to expand the services of 
the Volunteers of America’s 
Men’s shelter in Rochester, New 
York. Scheduled to begin con- 
struction in 1986, the plans call 
for the conversion of the first 
floor of the present shelter site to 
24 independent living units. 

The units will be used to house 
homeless people who need a tran- 
sitional step in moving from con- 
trolled dormitory style ar- 
rangements to independent apart- 
ment settings. 

The new design is a unique mix 
of both settings, having smaller 
more private bedrooms than a 
dormitory, but having shared 
clustered kitchens and bath- 
rooms. 


In order to meet the needs of 
varying clientele, the facility is 
also designed so that the clusters 
may be subdivided for families, as 
well as accommodate any other 
changes that may be necessary. 

The facility will provide both 
short and long term living ar- 
rangements, with no restriction 
on length of stay. The flexibility is 
intended to encourage stability 
and help residents gain in- 
dependence. 

“We're looking for a construc- 
tion start date of early 1986, if we 
are approved for HHAP funding 
from New York State. If not, 
we're going to move our date and 
continue to work on funding,” 
said Loretta Darling, executive 
director.

“An ear that will listen, a hand that will act and 
a voice that will speak in unison” is what the local 
Viet Vets organization offers to veterans of the 
Vietnam conflict, said Tim Dunigan. 

Dunigan, chairman of Viet Vets, and other local 
veterans started the organization in March. Mem- 
bership has increased from seven to about 45 
persons now. Most are from the Wabash Valley. 

Dunigan is pleased with the increase, but he 
always encourages more veterans to become mem- 
bers — “whether they be from Terre Haute or 
Wisconsin.” 

“I found a new member today (Monday) as a 
matter of fact,” he beamed. 

Aside from its motto, Viet Vets offers some 
practical assistance. One is better employment 
opportunities. 

“We are able to send unemployed Vietnam 
veterans to a referral service at the Indiana State 
Employment Service,” he said. ‘‘We put people to 
work.’” 

‘‘We also want to get Vietnam veterans a chance 
to seek help for any problems they might have 
developed — either through our membership meet- 
ings or through the Katherine Hamilton alcohol and 
drug center where some of our own people work,” 
he added. 

Dunigan said unemployment and alcohol and 
drug probiems are not all that Vietnam veterans 
suffer. Alienation from the community, severe and 
mild states of depression, family-related problems 
and even suicide are common among Vietnam 
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veterans, he said. 


Among activities planned for Viet Vets are a 


locally hosted statewide Vietnam veterans con- 
ference and a local fall festival with free music and 


a carry-in dinner later this year. Locations for 
these events have not been announced. 

“Also, we would like to see a local Vietnam 
Veterans Week designated by the city adminis- 
tration,” Dunigan said. ‘During this time, we 
would like to have displays and relics for the 
community to see.” 

If Dunigan wants a local week to honor Vietnam 
veterans, why did Viet Vets not sponsor any special 
event during the nationwide Missing In Action Day 
last month? Viet Vets also did nothing special to _ 
celebrate the statewide Vietnam Veterans Recog- 
nition Day in May. Bi 

One reason is that the organization was — and 
still is — in a growing process. Another, Dunigan 
said, is ‘‘we really should not have to blow our own 
horn to get people to recognize us.” 

Dunigan said he did try to locate some sort of 
locally sponsored celebration each time, but he 
could not find any. 

Dunigan also has requested a booth for Viet Vets 
to be on display at Fairbanks Park in coordination 
with the local Labor Day celebration. No definite 
plans have been made. i

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chosen for Viet, Vets’ memoria 


Robert Crotty Jr., 73 S. 17th St., 
Tuesday wofla-$1,000 U.S. Savings 
Bond for the design of a granite 
Vietnam Veterans’ Memorial, and 
Marla J. Ferguson, 1411 S. 11th St., 
won a $500 bond for the winning 
inscription. 

Bill Bartlett, president of Viet 
Vets Inc., said prizes will be 
presented Memorial Day during a 
groundbreaking ceremony at the 
Vigo County Courthouse. 

“I like to draw and it took me 
about three or four hours after I 
thought about it for a couple of 
days,’’ Crotty, a Vietnam Vet and 
mechanic for H&D Aviation, said. 
“Winning surprised me — but, I’m 
very happy about it.” 

Ferguson, an employee at Terre 
Haute First National Bank's 


Springhill branch ,tids resided in the 
community for 14’ years following 
the retirement of her serviceman- 
father, Harold Perry. ‘‘It was two 
weeks before I was comfortable with 
what I wrote,” she said. ‘‘Being an 
Army brat, I knew a lot about the 
service — it felt great to win.” 

Her inscription reads: “For the 
veterans of Vietnam, for the MIAs, 
for your fallen comrades, for those 
who came home: for your heroic 
efforts abroad, for your greater 
efforts at home, With belated 
acknowledgement of your duties 
performed, for God and country; We 
offer our heart-felt gratitude, in 
saying — at long last: Welcome 
home.” 

The memorial, to be erected on 
the southwest corner of the

courthouse | will bé“10 feet high 


and 16 feet long and comprised of 1- 
inch thick pray granite, Bartlett 
said. It will follow the contour of the 
circular walkway which will be 
encircled by Powers and shrubbery 
with a flag ‘pole in the center. 
Granite benches will be spaced 
around the walkways. 

Cost of the memorial is $100,000, 
including a maintenance fund. Wear- 
ly Monuments, Haley Bros. Con- 

struction Corp. and Bunch Nurseries 
are coordinating the project. Com- 
pletion is expected by Memorial Day 
1985.

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Local Viet, Vets upset 
with fund-raiser’s.act 


A Memorial Day Weekend coun- 
try-and-western music show rais- 
ing funds for a memorial left a sour 
taste in the mouths of the Vietnam 
Veterans of Terre Haute Inc. 

The local group is askiñg for 
more than $29,000 in damages 
from a Kokomo entertainment 
promoter who allegediy kept 
proceeds of money solicited from 
local persons who thought their 
funds were going to the war 
memorial. 

Charles McClory said CRM 
Promotions was hired in January 
to promote a country-and-western 
music show. Proceeds from the 
event and donations were collected 
for the war memorial to be built on 

the Vigo County Courthouse lawn. 

Approximately 300 tickets were 
sold for the show, according to 
attorney James Bopp Jr., who filed 
the lawsuit in Vigo Superior Court. 
With tickets costing $5, the show 
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brought in $15,000, which was all 
used to pay expenses, Bopp said. 

McClory was to be paid 50 
percent of the gross ticket sales and 
40 percent of the net profit from the 
show, according to his contract. 

Besides selling tickets, the 
lawsuit claims that McClory kept 
nearly $35,000 in personal solicita- 
tions from persons wanting to 
donate to the war memorial. Of 
that amount, the veterans’ group 
received “$3,000 and some change,” 
Bopp said. 

“The best we can reconstruct, he 
took $29,000 that he was not 
entitled too. He should have gotten 
zero,” the attorney charged Tues- 
day. 

Bill Bartlett, president of the 
Vietnam Veterans of Terre Haute 
Inc., declined comment on the case.
